P. Snyder. 

“Don’t Ict your imagination make 
you the object of ridicule,” the state- 
ment says. “ Don’t wire or write to the 
folks back in your native haunts ridic- 
ulously exaggerated accounts of earth- 
quakes here. When you send out such 
stuff, you are certain to hurt your own 
reputation for veracity and you work a 
serious harm to the welfare of this 
city which so hospitably receives you. 

Remember Calm Observers. 

“Remember that thousands of calm 
observers here have carefully studied 
the facts connected with the settling 
of the earth’s crust and the § slight 
shocks felt here. These observers 
know that the damage done by earth- 
quakes here is very slight, indeed, -om- 
pared to the high winds that some- 
times strike your home towns. 

“Some people who think there is no 
harm in inventing a big quake story 
to send out for other communities for- 
get that they are working a harm to 
Los Angeles and injuring the business 
interests of thousands of persons here 
/whose welfare affects all other busi- 
ness interests everywhere. 

“ Remember that while truth is not 
always exciting, it best stands the test 
of time and is of priceless value nowa- 
days." 

Some Marks of Quake. | 

The physical marks left by the 
four earthquake shocks of yesterday,

COX ALONE IN THE COSMOS. 


Mr. Cox has not been silent since he was nomi- 
nated, but we cannot find that he hag &aid any- 
thing. He says Mr. Harding is a reactionary on 
the league of nations, but he does not say what 
Mr. Cox is. We think we know where Mr. Harding 
stands and if Mr. Cox will tell us where Mr. Cox 
stands the whole matter will be clear. 

Mr. Cox says: “My campaign will be dedicated 
to the task of bringing peace with honor, of read- 
justing the affairs of civilization, and of creating a 
new day out of whgt will make the best of the les- 
sons of the past.” 

A record of this campaign will read like a new 
version ef Genesis, even if the Ohio governor takes 
more than six days to accomplish his purpose, but 
where in his readjustment of civilization does he in- 
tend to put the United States and what lessons of 
the past dees he intend to apply here? 

Mr. Cox is covering even more terrftory than Mr. 
Wilson, who was the most inclusive president the 
world ever had. He leads us to fear that callers 
at the White House, if he were elected, would be 
told: “The president is out.” He ran over to Tibet 
for the day.” “There is a bit of civilization to be 
reconstructed in Armenia. The president will be 
back Tuesday.” “The president is on a tour of in- 
spection in Patagonia. Home Sunday.” 

If. Mr. Cox will come down to earth for a few 
minutes he might have time to answer some ques- 
tions which interest Americans. Does he believe 
that if Poland, as the result of a willful war of its 
own choosing, has to be defended, American troops 
should be sent to the Russian frontier to defend it?! 
“How does he intend to get these troops? By 
conscription? Or does he intend to send our regular 
army on police work the world over?

Minor parties spring from the refusal to accept 
compromises and agreements. The refusal may 
have any number of egotistic aspects and result 
in any number of egotistic actions, because it is 
the assertion of an individual’s judgment against 
any scheme which harmonizes a great many in- 
dividuals. 

No great number of people can be joined in 
opinions - which thoroughly satisfy each person 
to the agreement. What joins them is the willing- 
ness of each individual to compromise and to ac- 
cept. If each individual Republican or Demotrat: 
undertook to write the party platform there would 
be something changed, added, or taken away. Re- 
publicans and Democrats can in their parties find 
common ground on which they can stand, and, ex- 
cept where allegiance is by tradition or prejudic>, 
each Republican or Democrat probably concedes 

, something in adhering to a party. 


It is the gefiius for compromise and putting self | 


in second place which makes democratic govern- 
ment possible. Otherwise each presidential elec- 
tion would be followed by a revolution. Within 
two months Republicans will be convinced that 
the success of the Democrats means the ruin of 
the country, and the Democrats will be convinced 
that the success of the Republicans means the 
same thing. They will nof attempt to save the 
xountry except by voting. 
The spirit of minor parties is the spirit of no 
compromise. This not only animates the minor 
_*party against the major parties but it frequently 
animates each member of the minor party against 
all other members. The only irreducible minimum 
in a minor party is the individual. A minor party 
may be resolved into as many independent units as 
it contains individuals—and frequently is.

By no 
means. Neither the masses of India nor those of 
Egypt are ready for self-government. As little as 
the masses of Russian people or if possible less. 
To estimate what would actually happen, common 
sense will revert to the period before the British 
administrator came to India and Egypt. In place 
of him will be native rulers, ruling as native rulers 
ruled in the old day; without check because the 
swarming millions have had no experience in self- 
government and through countless’ ages. have 
shown no capacity for evolving institutiong of | 
self-rule. Whatever sentimentalists may assert 
about British exploitation of India and Egypt. 
and much of it doubtless is true, the British 
brought higher ideals of responsibility, of human- 
ity, of order, of law, of public heajth, than the 
native ruler conceived. 
The régime of the native princes was a régime 
of personal whim and caprice, when it chose to be, 
of personal will and personal justice rather than 
of law. What ofpression that a British govérn- 
ment, restrained by home opinion, could possibly 
contrive or dare to impose could compare with the 
exploitation and paralyzing tyranny of the native 
autocrats? 

It may be @rgued that a people have 
chooge their own form of tyranny; that a people 
to be mésruled by their own tyrants rather 
than, to be misruled or even to be benevolently 
ruled by aliens. 
absolyte right, let us at least try to see the concrete 
facts as they are and will be. : 
As for these revojts being a free impulse of the 
people to cast off the’ yoke of -an alien rule, how 
much of that theory will bear examination? We 
confess..we do not know, but we suspect that 
neither the Sndian nor Egyptian masses are pro- 
vided with the knowledge necessary to guide them 
to a free choice. Their intellectuals may know 
what they are doing. Some of these doubtless are 
high minded altrujgts, filled with hopes of native 
progress and inspired by western political and 
social principles. But others, we are pretty cer- 
tain, are actuated by-the primal appetite for power 
and if they succeed in throwing off British restraint 
will make short work of the altruists as always. 
What will happen in India and Egypt if British 
rule is expelled will be worse than what happened 
in Russia and the recent state of Mexico wil! be 
yim in comparison. Prophecy is hazardous in 
this life, but we think a sane survey of present con- 
ditions in the perspective of the past will dispose 
of the ardent expectations of theoretical sympathiz- 
ers with Asiatic revolutions. British power may be 
weakened and restricted, but the actual dife of the 
masses of India and Egypt, returned to the sani- 
tary, economic, social, and political conditions which 
their native ruling classes will restore, does not fill 
us with enthusiasm for the change. 
The world under the influence of radical ferment 
seems to us to need a large dose of common sense. 
Its present temperature is not healthy. And the 
‘frony of the*whole situation is that, the “ masses,” 
for whose welfare the, whole rumpus is supposed to 
be raised, will suffer more through the reformers | 
any one else.

GRAVIES AND CURR-ES. 


T nation which is the most de- 


voted to gravies has done the 
most to degrade them. The proc- 
‘9 eps of degradation has n gen- 
ral come through the use of made 


@auces and spicy powders like curry, 


@nd by the use of a bottled coloring 
called browning, or with a few varia- 
tions of it .called kitchen bouquet. 
These latter liquids may be no more 
than burned eugar dissolved in water 
and salted..-They improve in no way 
the flavor of an insipid thickened meat 
A palatable brown in gravies is only 
becured by long cooking, preferably of 
@ flour or starch thickened meat stock, 
“ perfumed” with the essence of vege 
tables cookéd ‘into it in the making of 
it. But it is not necessary to cook ihis 
mixture for twelve or twenty-four 
bours, as accomplished chefs do, only 
to spoll the gravy—to my mind—in the 
end and by addition of a spoonful of a 
more or less overpowering table sauce. 
But we might cook our gravies at 
least an hour, and by so doing get a 
palatable product for macaroni, for 
plain rice, or to be served quite by it- 
self in the mode of the moment, so 
sparing meat. This niode of the mo- 
ment, for the rolly peas and the spraw.- 
ly gravy, is to serve them in little fiber 
cups set on the dinner plate. A ta- 
blespoon jooks bigger in that fashion, 
and two tablespoons look like half a 
pint If Space was not precious, it 
would be pleasant to quote from sev- 
eral of the Dickens ‘volumes on the 
delights “of generous portions vy. 
Meat Juice Foundation. 

Bome.cooks who stir up a quick 
gravy in the dripping pan forget that 
they have as a foundation reduced and 
browned: «meat juices, and often 
browndd and roasted flour as well, for 
ft is quké a.cOmmon thing to rub flour 


fnto a piece of meat before putting it | 


fo roast. So they stir in a little more 
.fiour—to take up the fat they have not 
poured off—dash in some boiling-waten, 
and after a few minutes serve up a 
more or less palatable gravy. The 
long cooked or browned elements in 
it are so condensed that they will 
gtand considerable diluting. But if the 
roast has been burned there is no 
hopes of getting a good gravy from 
what should be the good things in the 
The roast itself will be half 
spoiled when burned, but the gravy is 
wholly so. 
Instead of plain boiling water soiae 
home cooks have ready a liquid 
for diluting the essences in the pan, 
one which has been seasoned with a 
vegetable stock or essence, This may 
be made in the oven while the roast 
fs cooking. Cut up celery, the coarser 


gravy will form a thin film, a pretty 
thing of itself, like gossamer, but nut 
good for the sauce, so we must etir it 
often enough to keep this from form- 
ing. The master says we must also 
stir the sauce while cooling, for the 
game reason, or in his words: “it is 
poured into a wide tureen, and must 
be kept in motion until quite cool, lest 
a skin should form on its surface.” 
Why cool? Gravies, or, more tech- 
nically, “sauces.” are to be eaten hot.

reason that the chef makes these in 
large quantities and keeps them on 
hand, to be heated up and varied at 
will. One of the ways of varying them 
is to add a little curry powder. The
